Better Live Stock Day in Ka 


Better Live Stock Day, held at ‘Wheatland 
Farm, Chapman, Kansas, April 20th, proved to 
he one of the most interesting and_ edifying 
events in live stock circles in this section of the 
country. The idea originated when Jim Holling- 
er suggested to his neighbors that they do some- 
thing to encourage live stock improvement. It 
so happens, that within a radius of about three 
miles, there are about a dozen Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders, so that most of Jim’s neighbors are in- 
terested in the same things that he is se that 
the idea went over big. It was only a few days 
afterwards that a meeting was held and the 
plans for a Better Live Stock Day were com- 
pleted. The date was originally set as April 7th 
but Junius Pluvius thought that was too early 
and sent the heaviest snow that has been seen in 
these parts for some years. However, most of 
these same breeders of Aberdeen-Angus have a 
considerable acreage of wheat so instead of 
growling about the snow storm, they all just 
smiled, commented on the outlook for a good 
wheat crop and postponed the live stock gather- 
ing until April 20th, saying in the same breath 
that it gave them more time to make the affair 
bigger and better. 

Just as if to make up for his absence on 
April 7th, Old Man Sol was up bright and early 
on the moining of the 20th and every Aberdeen- 
Angus breeder in Dickinson and Geary counties 
tried to beat him up. Trucks came from all di- 
rections to Wheatland Farm, carrying beautiful 
specimens of “Black Scots.” By nine-thirty over 
60 head of cattle of various ages were assembled 
and on exhibition, knee deep in. bright fresh 
straw. An inspection of this group of cattle 
alone should have proven an inspiration to any- 
one. By ten-thiity over three hundred people 
had gathered and over 150 entered in the cattle 
judging contest. Six classes of Aberdeen-Angus 
were judged and any one of the classes would 
have looked well at shows like the American

Royal, and by the way, it is more than likely 
that a number of these same animals will be 
present on the fair circuit including the 
American Royal this fall. A silver trophy 
was offered to the high team representing a 
boys’ or girls’ club or high school. This was 
awarded to the team composed of Arnold 
Chapman, Alfred Thurlow and William Auld, 
representing the Wakefield High School. 
“Doc” Russell; a graduate of the Kansas 
State Agricultural College and a member 
of the winning team in the collegiate contest 
at the American Royal in 1924, coached the 
boys. William Auld was high man on any 
team and was awarded an Aberdeen-Angus 
watch fob. Similar awards were made to

man was high lady while C. Arthur was high in 
the men’s division. Mr. Arthur is a butcher by 
profession and sure demonstrated his knowledge 
of what a good one should look like. Let’s hope 
that’s the only kind he handles in his market. 

After the judging was concluded luuch was 
served to all. The buns, doughnuts, coffee and 
even Aberdeen-Angus milk went high and every- 
one got filled up. Andy Schuler was chairman 
of the Eats Committee and he sure landed a 
steady job. The afternoon was given over to 
talks and discussions. D. L. Mackintosh, secre- 
tary of the Kansas Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association, introduced the speakers. F. H. 
Manning, member of the State Board of Agri- 
culture and a prominent stockman, made a few 
remarks relative to the present status of the 
live stock industry and the value of such gath- 
erings as Better Live Stock Day. Representa- 
tives from the banks of both Chapman and 
Junction City spoke favorably of the present 
outlook. The main address of the afternoon was 
given by Dr. C. W. McCampbell, head of the 
Department of Animal Husbandry, K. S. A. C., 
on “Better Live Stock.” He carefully pointed 
out that legislation could have little or no effect 
on our agricultural condition, as compared with 
better methods of farming, better management 
of both crops and live stock, and most fmportant 
of all, better methods of marketing our farm 
products, where he emphasized the place of live 
stock as a market for most of our farm crops. 
He also pointed out clearly that improvement in 
our live stock had hardly begun, and that there 
is still room in Kansas alone for thousands of 
pure bred bulls, stallions, rams, and boars to 
replace grade and scrub sires now in service. 

A. F. Turner, from the Extension Division, 
gave a talk on club work, what it is and what it 
has accomplished in Kansas. His talk was keen- 
ly appreciated, particularly by the club mem- 
bers present. More than one dad should 
have been thoroughly convinced that his boy 
or girl should be a club member. ’ 

Following Mr. Turmmer’s talk, several 
club members of outstanding merit were in- 
troduced. The first group introduced was 
the Hedstrom Family, from Lost Springs. 
“Dad” Hedstrom is an Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder and started his family right in the 
calf club work. In 1924 the Hedstrom boys 
and their Aberdeen-Angus calves were the 
outstanding figures in Kansas club work. 
The Ljungdahl boys of Manhattan, who were 
undefeated with their group of three steers 
in 1925, were also introduced. Their success 
during the past year was almost phenomen- 
al, but just represented what any other boy 
or girl can do if they will.

A new era in American agricultural history opened after 1783, 
the most important feature of which was the agrarian migration 
and the shifting of the center of live stock raising to the Ohio Val- 
ley. However, the big consuming centers were still the cities of the 
East and it was necessary to develop routes for driving live stock 
to these markets. Drovers who took cattle across the Alleghanies 


ond type, which developed a little later, included the trails which 
ran northwest to the ranges of Colorado, Wyoming and Montana 
for maturing, preliminary to shipment East to the central markets. 
In 1860, Texas was the chief producer of live stock in the western 
states. Indeed, cattle increased so rapidly that by the Civil War 
there was embarrassment of riches, for the war cut off the north- 
ern markets for Texas cattle which were reached by water routes, 
and prices went down to $4.00 a head. Up to this time, driving 
northward had not been much practiced, and it was only in 1865 
and 1866 that ranch owners decided to try it. 

In the summer of 1866 some two hundred and seventy thousand 
head of cattle were concentrated in the northeast of Texas for the 
drive to Missouri railroad stations. Two points on the northern 
boundary of Texas along the Red River were particularly favorable 
for crossing, one at Colbert’s Ferry and the other at Rock Bluffs 
Ford. The line followed the Kiamichi Valley in what is now Okla- 
homa, and then went across the plains to Fort Smith, Arkansas. 
From this point, the trail bore northward by a circuitous route 
through the Ozark Mountains across southeastern Missouri and into 
Springfield. The trail then bore northwesterly and again north- 
easterly into Sedalia, whence it led to Boonville on the Missouri 
River. Dangers confronting the cattlemen of that time were many, 
including bands of outlaws in the wilder regions of southern Mis- 
souri and northern Arkansas; hostility of the Indians, mostly Chero- 
kees, in the northeastern part of Indian territory; and finally the 
probability of Spanish fever among the live stock. This trail was

also drove large numbers of hogs to eastern centers. This droving 
from the Ohio Valley was begun about 1810, with cattle marketed 
by George Renick. Development continued until the hogs annually 
driven East during the twenties ran as high as one hundred thous- 
and. The rise and decline of Ohio droving is a short but interesting 
chapter in the history of the new West. From Ohio there were 
three principal routes. First, the north road by way of Erie, Penn- 
sylvania, and Dunkirk, New York, and thence down the Mohawk 
River Valley until the construction of the Erie Canal in 1825. Sec- 
ond, the road crossing the Ohio River by ferry at Wellsville and 
leading to Philadelphia via Pittsburgh. Third, the more southern 
road following the old Zane’s trail—Zanesville to Wheeling—and 
thence either through Bedford, Pennsylvania, to Philadelphia, or 
through Cumberland, Maryland, to Baltimore. These three routes 
are practically the same as those of the New York Central, the 
Pennsylvania and the Baltimore and Ohio Railroads today. 

The last period of cattle droving was the greatest: namely, 
that of the Texas cattle trails which began about 1868 and lasted 
for some twenty years. From 1867 to 1895 there were ninety-eight 
million two hundred and fifty thousand cattle and ten million three 
hundred thousand horses driven from Texas to the northern mark- 
ets and sold for two hundred and forty-three million dollars. But 
it must be noted at the outset that there were two types of trails. 
The first type included all trails to the northeast to the railroad 

es in Kansas and Missouri leading to eastern markets. The sec- 


by a half-breed Cherokee 
trader known as John (or 
Jesse) Chisholm. Several 
diversions from this trail 
were used for the supply of 
these posts. The northern- 
most diversion was where 
the route broke away from 
the Sedalia trail for Baxter 
Springs. The most promi- 
nent branch of the trail, on 
the other hand, ran directly 
up the Arkansas River as 
far as Fort Zarah, about a 
mile east of the present city 
of Great Bend, Kansas. 
Near the modern city of 
Wichita, one branch led to 
Fort Riley near Junction 
City, and another to Fort 
Harker near Ellsworth. A 
little west of Great Bend, 
branches continued which 
supplied Fort Hays, near 
Hays City, and Fort Wal- 
lace, near Wallace, Kansas. 
The base for these branch 
trails lay in the Arkansas 
bottom, on Chisholm creek. 
The principal trail continued west from Great Bend as far as Fort 
Bent in Colorado. . 

The trails leading out of southern Texas to join this route were 
for the most part purely local ones, the only established “trace” be- 
ing one running north from San Antonio, touching at Fort Griffin, 
and crossing into “The Nations” (i. e., Indian Territory) at Red Riv- 
er Station, in the northeastern corner of Montague County, where 
Mud Creek joined the river from the north. However, one of these 
trails was more than local. It was called by some the McCoy trail, 
and started at Corpus Christi, leading from that point to Austin, 
thence to Georgetown, on to Decatur and from there to the Red Riv- 
er Station, thence north to the Red Fork of the Arkansas River and 
on to Abilene, Kansas. While the result of the early cattle drov- 
ing was discouraging and unprofitable, it continued and eventually 
brought great profit. The solution of an outlet for Texas cattle to 
the East came when railroads were constructed across Kansas. This 
enabled cattle driven from Texas to be transported safely and with 
reasonable speed to the consuming centers. In 1867, the old Kansas 
Pacific, now the Kansas division of the Union Pacific, was being 
built from Kansas City due west along the valley of the Kaw. It 
had reached halfway from Missouri to the mountains before the 
possibilities for live stock transportation were seen. One of the 
first comers was an Illinois stock dealer, Joseph G. McCoy, for 
whom the McCoy trail was named. Encouraged by officials of the 
Kansas Pacific he located stockyards at (Continued on page 7

INTER-BREED CHAMPIONSHIPS 
OUR PET PEEVE. 

And now those in charge of the American Royal Live Stock 
Show to be held this fall at Kansas City have gone and mussed the 
ribbons. Even the Hereford Journal is a bit peeved or at least pre- 
tends to be over the new classifications which eliminate inter-breed 
competition for the 1926 carlot show. This is what the Hereford 
Journal has to say: 

“Hereford breeders and commercial cattle growers who use 
Hereford breeding stock will regret the recent action of the direct- 
ors of the American Royal Live Stock Show in abolishing the inter- 
breed grand championships in the carlot exhibit. At the 1926 show, 
the competition in the carlot division will be entirely within the 
breeds, and the champions will be breed champions, selected from 
the first prize winners by ages. Of course we can not blame the 
advocates of other beef breeds for wanting the change made, and 
we can see where it may work to the benefit of the American Royal 
carlot show by increasing the number of exhibits. The monotony 
with which the Herefords have grabbed off the grand championship 
in the feeder exhibit year after year has been discouraging to ex- 
hibitors of feeder cattle of other breeds, to be sure. In the fat cat- 
tle exhibit the Herefords have taken an occasional drubbing, and 
rather enjoyed the novelty of the experience. But they are perfect- 
ly willing to go ahead and show against the other breeds and take 
their chances. Let us hope that the change will make everybody 
happy.” 

The Aberdeen-Angus Journal is not inclined to acquiesce in the 
elimination of the inter-breed carlot grand championships. We are 
for them and believe that in their elimination the directors have 
literally killed their carlot show. How in the world will those who 
are preparing carlots for this competition get a kick out of show- 
ing their own marbles? Inter-breed competitions especially in the 
fat classes are essential and quite necessary to round out the edu- 
cational value of any great show like the American Royal.

HEADED IN RIGHT DIRECTION. 

The idea of grading and stamping prime beef at time of 
slaughter in such a way that the patron of the local meat shop may 
be assured that he is purchasing prime beef is the Journal believes 
a mighty big step forward in the matter of increasing beef con- 
sumption. The Journal believes that there should be but the one 
grade marked. Beef is either prime or it is not prime. The local 
dispensary must handle a vast amount of meat stuff that is not 
prime and there is no use going into unnecessary expense and an 
elaborate system of grading beef that is not prime finished. Set 
out the one brand for the time being. It will require but a short 
time for those who enjoy the flavor and texture of prime beef to 
create an increase demand for that class of beef. 

Through that increased demand for prime finished beef will 
grow a desire to produce that kind. In turn its production will 
become more profitable and the Journal is of the opinion that but a 
short time will elapse until the call for prime beef at good prices 
will consume the entire volume possible of production. Hence it 
would seem that this is the one great time in the history of beef 
making to install foundation herds of pure bred origin. The kind 
and quality cattle that will consume the grain crops of the corn belt 
section to best advantage. The kind of cows that will produce the 
close-to-the-ground type of steer, with deep sides, plenty of width 
of back and loin and full quarters. The kind that will mature early 
and return the greatest number of pounds of edible meat for the 
grain consumed. 

_ Pure bred beef cattle have been developed with that thought in 
mind. Hence any breed of beef cattle will turn the trick in a satis- 
factory manner. Of course we who support the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed contend as we should that the Doddies have many advantag- 
eous features when it comes to the feedlot and that they respond 
more readily and more profitably to care and feed than will any 
other type or breed. Their extra thickness over the top and the 
depth of the flesh found there together with the splendid full quar- 
ters and deeply covered rib sections are features that fill the eye 
of the butcher who desires to cater to those who in turn appreciate 
well marbled cuts with less outside wasty fats. As proof of the 
superiority of the prime Aberdeen-Angus carcass one has but to 
recall the carcass record at the International live stock show at 
Chicago where the Doddie has won continucusly since the first show 
in 1900.

Guadalupe, Caldwell, Hays, Travis, William- 
son, Bell, Falls, McLennan, _ Bosque, Hill, 
Johnson, Tarrant, Denton, Wise, Cooke, and 
Montague counties to the Red River Station, 
near the mouth of Mud Creek. In general, 
herds crossed the river at various points 
within a comparatively short distance | of 
each other, from Colbert’s Ferry, 50 miles 
east of Red River Crossing, to Doan’s Store, 
about 100 miles west. In_ fact all cattle 
trailed from Texas across Arkansas would 
naturally use some part of the original Chis- 
holm trail on the journey to western Kansas. 
Northward, the Chisholm trail followed Mud 
Creek to its head, kept northwest to Wild 
Horse Creek, to the west of the Signal 
Mountains, and crossed the Washita at Elm 
Spring. Due north the trail ran to the Ca- 
nadian River, after leaving which it soon 
struck the Kingfisher Creek Valley. This 
was followed to the Cimarron, touching the

next considerable stream was the Salt Fork 
of the Arkansas which was crossed at Se- 
well’s Ranch. Coming into Kansas near 
Caldwell, the course was a little east. of 
north, crossing the Arkansas near Wichita, 
the site of the famous “First and Last 
Chance” saloon. From Wichita, the main 
trail turned northeast, striking Newton, and 
so on over the divide between the Smoky 
Hill and the Arkansas Rivers to the prairies 
south of Abilene. 

In the late seventies it became necessary 
to move the trail further west, as the old 
trail was being taken up by farmers. — The 
route was changed to go through Wilson, 
Bexar, Kendall, Kerr, Kimble, Menard, Con- 
cho, McCulloch, Coleman, Callahan, Shackle- 
ford, Throckmorton, Baylor and Wilbarger 
counties to Doan’s Store on the Red River. 
This new route was not only known as the 
Chisholm trail, but also as the Western trail. 
Later on the southern herds quit the old trail 
in San Patricio county and went through 
Live Oak, McMullen, La Salle, Dimmit, Zav- 
ala, Uvalde, Edwards, and intersected the 
Western trail in Kimble county, from which 
point it followed the well-defined and much- 
oe pathway to Doan’s Crossing on the 

ver. 

As Mr. Saunders remembers it, the trail 
to Dodge City from Doan’s Crossing passed 
up the North Fork of the Red River, cross- 
ing it at the Wichita Mountains, thence up 


the North Fork to Indian Camp, Elm Creek, 
Cash Creek, the Washita, the Canadian, 
Sand Creek, Wolf Creek, Otter Creek, Beav- 
er Creek, the Wild Horse and the Cimarron 
(where Red Clark conducted a roadhouse 
called “Long Horn Round-up”), on up Bear 
Creek and Bluff Creek to Mailey’s Road- 
house, Mulberry Creek and Dodge City. 

Reference to maps shows that it was the 
multiplicity of creeks and the scarcity of 
larger rivers that constituted one of the 
most powerful arguments in favor of the 
Chisholm trail. This “Old Chisholm Cow 
Trail” varied in width at river crossings 
from 50 to 100 yards, though in some places 
it spread out as much as one or two miles. 
The average drive in a day was eight to ten 
or twelve miles, and the time on the trail 
was from 60 to 90 days, from points in Tex- 
as to Abilene, Newton, or Ellsworth, “Kan- 
sas. Along this trail for twenty years there 
passed the wealth of an empire. 

Of equal importance with the Chisholm 
was the “Old Shawnee” trail, earlier called 
by many the “Baxter Springs” trail. It was 
called “Shawnee” because it passed through 
the Shawnee Indian country. This trail led 
to Baxter Springs, a shipping point and cow 
town which was opened about the same time 
as Abilene, and was in the southeast corner 
of Kansas, on the newly-completed Fort 
Scott and Gulf Railroad. The Old Shawnee 
trail left the Red River near Snivel’s Bend 
about ten miles east of Red River Station 
on the Chisholm trail, with which it ran 
nearly parallel for approximately 100 miles 
northward, where a connecting trail ran 
from it into the Chisholm trail at Elm 
Spring. The Shawnee trail then turned 
northeast on the north side of the Shawnee 
Hills, crossing the Canadian and northern 
Canadian Rivers, near the Sac and Fox 
agencies, then passing through the Creek 
reservation and fording the Arkansas west 
of Fort Gibson. Turning more easterly, it 
passed west of Vinita to Baxter Springs. 

Running between the two main trails was 
the “Middle” or “West” Shawnee trail. This 
trail left the “Old Shawnee” at the Canadian 
River and went nearly due north until it 
struck the Arkansas River. It followed the 
valley of the Arkansas into Kansas, whence 
it ran through the Whitewater Valley, then 
north and east, crossing the Cotton River, 
proceeding thence along the Neosho and 
Clark’s Creek valleys and ending at Junc- 
tion City, 25 miles east of Abilene. 

In later years, the Chisholm trail gave off 
a western shoot which left it near Elm 
Spring and, passing near Fort Reno, went 
on northwest into western Kansas, striking 
Dodge City on the Arkansas, and also going 
northeast to Ellsworth on the Smoky Hill 
River. With the settling up of the country, 
cattle were driven farther and farther to the 
West, until this western Chisholm trail be- 
came the chief route for herds destined eith- 
er for market, or for maturing in the brac- 
ing air and rich pastures of Wyoming and 
Montana. 

While individual drovers often varied their 
courses from the main beaten paths, for the 
most part the traffic of the cattle days fol- 
lowed the greater lines, as the bulk of com- 
mercial shipments today is made over a few 
prominent railroads. Of the trails leading 
to the feeding and maturing grounds of Wy- 
oming and Montana, one of the most noted 
was the Yellowstone trail. Five and one- 
half months were required for the trip, from 
the middle of March to the latter part of 
August, travelling less than 15 miles a day. 
Beginning at Matagorda Bay, Texas, it con- 
tinued through Indian Territory, now Okla- 
homa, and then through Kansas to Hays 
City. From Hays City, north of the Smoky 
Hill River, the trail ran into western Ne- 
braska and followed the Platte River into 


Wyoming, and then northeast to Tongue 
River, from which point it ran north to 
Miles City, crossing the Yellowstone before 
it reached that point. From then on, its 
course lay towards Billings, Montana, but 
when the cattle reached the Tongue River 
crossing they could be driven anywhere, for 
the country abounded in good winter ranges. 
One end of this trail was at the head of the 
Running Water Creek in eastern Wyoming, 
where the Wulfjen Ranch was situated. 

Another trail ran north from the cow town 
of Abilene. Cattle bought at Abilene were 
in demand as feeders. Many beeves were 
sold for delivery north of Cheyenne, Wyom- 
ing, to rangemen and army contractors. 
The cattle were started during the summer 
and moved northwest. Upon reaching the 
Republican River, the trail followed that 
river valley to the Colorado line, and then 
tacked north for Cheyenne and Fort Rus- 
sell. Cattle bought at Abilene for feeding 
were also sent north to Dakota Territory 
and to certain points on the Missouri River. 

However, there were other trails of which 
mention should be made. One of the trails 
to Colorado was later called the “Goodnight” 
trail, named after a noted cattleman, Colonel 
Charles Goodnight, who still survives in the 
fullness of years. This trail was used until 
railroads were built northwest from Fort 
Worth to Colorado in the eighties. In the 
late sixties or early seventies, Mr. Good- 
night went into the Colorado country, estab- 
lishing what was known as the Goodnight, 
or the “Goodnight and Loving” trail, laying 
out the Old Tascosa route to Dodge City, 
Kansas, which became famous as the “Chis- 
sum” trail and naturally produced the con- 
fusion as to the identity of the original Chis- 
holm cattle trail. In following the Good- 
night trail, the usual route was by way of 
Fredericksburg, Mason and Brady City, and 
the Western trail at Cow Gap. This went 
through Albany and near Fort Griffin, 
where it left the Western trail and used a 
route through to Trinidad, Colorado, via the 
Double Mountain Fork of the Brazos, the 
Wichita and Pease Rivers to the Charles 
Goodnight ranch on the Staked Plains. The 
herds crossed the Canadian River at Tasco- 
sa, a typical cowboy town. The next point 
was over the Dim trail and freight road to 
Trinidad, Colorado. The drive up the South 
Platte took the cattle for 300 miles along 
the foothills of the Rockies. 

They went out by way of La Junta, Colo- 
rado, then to Deer Trail, and after leaving 
Cheyenne, Wyoming, the cattle made for 
Powder River and up to Sheridan. 

Still further west was the Pecos trail, 
whose course was up the Pecos River valley 
in New Mexico and on north to Colorado. 
This was one of the earliest trails from Tex- 
as in 1865 and 1866 and led from a head 
quarters camp at Belknap on the Brazos 
River to Fort Sumner, New Mexico. Fort 
Sumner lay northwest, but the trail bore off 
to the southwest from its starting point, be- 
cause it was the only route at that time 
open to the Pecos River. The trail crossed 
the south fork of the Brazos, passing 
through Buffalo Gap, afterwards a well- 
known landmark on the Texas and Montana 
cattle trail. Passing over the divide between 
the waters of the Brazos and Concho, the 
trail struck the “Old Butterfield” stage 
route, which ran by way of Fort.Concho to 
El Paso, Texas, on the Rio Grande. The 
stage road was over the original Staked 
Plains, surveyed and located by General 
John Pope in 1846. At first the route was 
marked by stakes until it became a thor- 
oughfare, from which enterprise the whole 
of northwest Texas took the name of Staked 
Plains. In this region there was a 96-mile 
dry drive between the head waters of the

Will Corn and Cob Meal Hold its Lead? 

Feeding trials conducted at the Minnesota 
Experiment Station during the past three 
years have shown corn and cob meal to be 
a superior grain feed for fattening baby 
beef calves. Calves given a full feed of 
corn and cob meal have made more econom- 
ical and profitable gains than calves given 
a full feed of shelled corn or a mixture of 
shelled corn and oats. The experiments 
seemed to indicate that corn cobs have con- 
siderable feeding value for fattening beef 
calves. 

However, corn and cob meal is a much 
more bulky feed than shelled corn, and 
calves fed a full feed of the meal do not con- 
sume as many bushels of corn as do calves 
fed a full feed of shelled corn. Is the ad-

vantage of the corn and cob meal ration due 
partly to the fact that the presence of the 
bulky cob limits to some degree the con- 
sumption of grain? If the ration of shelled 
corn is also limited so that each calf re- 
ceives the same number of bushels of corn 
as each calf in the corn and cob meal lot, 
will the meal-fed calves again surpass the 
shelled corn calves in profit? ; 

The Division of Animal Husbandry at Uni- 
versity Farm is now concluding a feeding 
trial of more than 200 days with six lots of 
baby beeves, ten head per lot. Two lots of 
steer calves are being fed corn and cob meal 
while two other lots receive an equal num- 
ber of bushels of shelled corn. Both lots al- 
so receive linseed meal, corn silage, and al- 
falfa hay. The results obtained to date in- 
dicate that corn and cob meal is going to 
have some difficulty in beating shelled corn 
under the plan practiced in this trial. It will 
be interesting to observe the finish of this 
contest on June 24th, the date of the Sixth 
Annual Cattle Feeders’ Day at University 
Farm, St. Paul. The experimental cattle 
will be exhibited at this time and the results 
of the trial will be given out. The experi- 
ment also includes one lot of baby beef heif- 
ers and a mixed lot of steers and heifers 
which have been fed in competition with the 
lots of baby beef steers. All who are inter- 
ested in beef cattle and cattle feeding are 
invited to attend the meeting at University 
Farm, St. Paul, on Thursday, June 24th, 
says H. W. Vaughan, of the Minnesota Ex- 
periment Station.

Dain herds are being almost annihilated as 
are also many grade and pure bred herds in 
various communities throughout the states 
as the accredited system develops. These 
discard cattle are being thrown upon the 
market in tremendous volume, unavoidably 
interfering with legitimate trade, but that 
thing can’t last always. When these herds 
have all been cleaned up and the discards 
disposed of will come the realization that 
the country is sadly under populated with 
beef cattle of the type that will produce 

i ullocks. ; 
= would seem the proper time to 
place foundation herds and to add to those 
already established. Cows and heifers that 
will produce prime bullocks for the com- 
mercial trade will be worth much more than 
they can be purchased for today. Therefore 
we say procure all the good substantial beef 
bred cows available and retain them in the 
breeding pens.

Cattle Trails Used in Live Stock Marketing. 
(Continued from page 7) 
Concho and the Horse Head Crossing on the 
Pecos. About 15 miles south from the Pecos, 
the trail entered a canyon called Castle 
Mountain Gap. The Horse Head Crossing 
was named by General Pope, probably be- 
cause the meanderings of the river formed 
a horse’s head. Leaving Horse Head Cross- 
ing the trail lay through Dagger Bend and 
northwest on up the Pecos River. This trail 
up and down the Pecos valley was later 
known as the “Chissum” and afterwards ex- 
tended as far north as Fort Logan in Colo- 
rado and other government posts in Wyom- 
ing. However, this trail should never be 
confounded with the Chisholm, previously 
mentioned, first opened by the half breed, 
John Chisholm. The end of the original trail 
was at Fort Sumner, New Mexico, a six- 
company post, and the agency of the Apach- 
es and Navajos. One advantage of this trail 
was that all along the Pecos there was a 
splendid winter range for the cattle. From 
og Sumner, the trail ran north to Trini- 
ad. 

Cattle were occasionaly driven from Tex- 
as to California along a fairly well defined 
trail. This trail ran from Jim Ned, a tribu- 
tary of the Colorado of Texas, in Coleman 
County, up the “Old Concho” trail to Fort 
Concho, now a part of the progressive city 
of San Angelo. From the head waters of 
the Concho, the 96-mile drive, previously 
noted, was made to Horse Head Crossing on 
the Pecos River. This part of the trail was 
the old military stage route used by the gov- 
ernment before the Civil War. The Pecos 
was left near the present town of Roswell, 
and the trail went up the Hondo and out 
over the mountains by Fort Stanton. Then 
by way of the Gallina mountains, the trail 
crossed the Rio Grande at Old Albuquerque, 
over to and down the Little Colorado of the 
west, through the remainder of New Mexico 
into Arizona, by the point where Flagstaff 
is now located, paralleling the Grand Can- 
yon on the south side of the Colorado, ford- 
ing the Colorado at Hardyville above The 
Needles, crossing the California desert and 
climbing over the Sierra Nevada mountains. 
The cattle were then wintered between San 
Bernardino and Los Angeles in California, 
following the 1500-mile drive. Often in the 
spring the cattle were driven back across the 
Sierras, north up the east side of the moun- 
tains to the head of Owens River, where 
they were fattened on luxuriant California 
meadows and then driven to Reno, Nevada, 
where they were sold to Miller & Lux, who 
shipped them to their packing plant in San 
Francisco. 

Cattle droving early became a great 
business, for in 1870 three hundred thous- 
and head arrived at Abilene. In 1871, near- 
ly one million head were driven north, of 
which 600 thousand head went to Abilene, 
while the other cow towns—Baxter Springs 
and Junction City—received 300 thousand 
more. For miles around the chief shipping 
points live stock was herded waiting a 
chance to ship or sell. But the winter of 
1871 and 1872 with its bad weather, cold 
winds and ensuing Spanish fever, caused a 
temporary collapse of the cattle droving 
boom. With it, Abilene’s prestige fell. 

Following the revival of cattle droving af- 
ter the panic of 1873, Ellsworth, 40 miles 
west of Abilene, became the shipping point 
on the Kansas Pacific Railroad. The Atch- 
ison, Topeka and Santa Fe, being nearly 
completed through the southern part of the 
state by this time, began to compete for the 
cattle shipping trade. Newton, where the 
railroad crossed the trail to Abilene, stopped 
many of the herds, and with Ellsworth di- 
vided the claim to the title which Abilene 
held for several years, of being “the wicked- 
est town in the west.” This phrase afterward 
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applied to Dodge City,

Even then, droving did not 
cease altogether and a few herds came 
struggling along each year to Dodge City.

The opening of Oklahoma in 1890 made 
another barrier and the season of 1891 saw 
the last of the cattle droving. For there was 
neither advantage nor convenience after that 
year in this method of marketing, when rail- 
roads spanned the whole distance from Tex- 
as to the industrial East. From then on, 
the only herds to wind their slow length over 
the once populous trails, were the young 
stock taken leisurely from the warm climate 
of the gulf region northwest, skirting the 
foothills of the Rockies to reach, after a six 
months’ journey, the highland feeding 
grounds of the Northwest. 

The cattle trails served an excellent pur- 
pose in the development of the country, for 
they brought the north and south of the Mis- 
sissippi valley into close business relations 
immediately following the Civil War, a con- 
dition which was of great economic and po- 
litical advantage to both. But the life that 
surrounded them could not endure. The ev- 
er-extending railroad and the homes of set- 
tlers pre-empted the grazing grounds and 
changed long since in permanent fashion 
our methods of live stock transportation and 
marketing. Like the Cavalier, the Puritan 
and the “Forty-Niner,” the cowboy and his 
attendant life, have become but figures in 
history.

deen-Angus Type.” He drove home the es- 
sentials of beet type in a forceful manner, 
illustrating his talk with pairs of animals 
selected from the show stalls. Professor 
Bell’s experience and success as a live stock 
judge and a coach of judging teams qualify 
him in an unusual manner for the presenta- 
tion of such a subject and he met with his 
usual success in convincing those present 
that good beef can only come from good 
animals. Professor Bell also made all the 
official placings for the judging contest so 
that every one was satisfied that the official 

placings were correct. 

The program ended about 4:30 allowing 
plenty of time for everyone to get home for 
chores and supper and also allow for the 
transportation of the assemblage of 
“Blacks.” 

A group of breeders who would foster 
such an undertaking as this (not for their 
own personal gain but for the good of all 
live stock) are surely worthy of introduction 
to the Aberdeen-Angus breed at large. The 
following, therefore, is a list of these breed- 
ers given in the order of their entrance into 
the business: Andy Schuler, started breed- 
ing Aberdeen-Angus in 1898 and now main- 
tains a herd of about 100 head; Jim Hollin- 
ger succeeded his father who entered into 
the business in 1905 and has about 230 head 
on his place at present; Joe Collins entered 
the “Black” circle in 1906 by purchasing two 
head but has expanded until he now carries 
about 100 head: E. A. Latzke & Son started 
in 1918 with four head and have been thor- 
oroughly sold on the “Doddies.” They are 
real boosters and real breeders, carrying 
about 90 head on their farm; Ralph Latzke 
also has about 50 head. Ralph and Roy Po- 
land both started in 1923 and are building 
nice breeding herds and we may expect to 
hear from them in the future; H. B. Yonke 
also started as recently as 1923 but has ac- 
cumulated about 30 head of breeding stock 
already. 

It should be noticed that Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle are expanding in this territory and 
with a live, wideawake bunch of breeders 
like this to lead the way, it is going to ex- 
pand farther. You can’t keep a good thing 
secluded. 

The whole event was so successful that its 
future is assured. Suggestions have already 
been made for 1927 so you can expect that 
that old saying of “Better and Bigger” will 
be carried out to the letter.

Cattle Grubs and Means of Control, 


Few people connect the cattle gry 
in spring under the skin on the Abt pary 
tle with the adult insects known as hee] flies 
or warble flies. These insects, which a 
responsible for considerable loss because of 
reduced milk flow and “grubby” hides cause 
great annoyance to cattle, particularly when 
laying their eggs on the legs of the animals 
From this point, the larvae, which are hatch. 
ed in from 2% to 6 days, burrow into the leg 
After a journey of several months up the 
leg and through the body they reach a situa. 
tion just underneath the skin on the back 
from which they emerge as fully matured 
grubs. These grubs, after burrowing into 
the soil or under loose material, some 30 to 
60 days later develop into flies. The fore- 
going facts are brought out in Department 
Bulletin No. 1369-D, “The Cattle Grubs or 
Ox Warbles, Their Biologies and Sugges- 
tions for Control,” just issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

The extent of infestation varies with the 
age of cattle, young stock, particularly ani- 
mals from 1 to 3 years old, almost always 
showing a higher degree of infestation than 
mature animals. Different breeds show no 
difference in susceptibility. 

Housing of the herd during the periods of 
fly activity has been known greatly to 1e- 
duce the infestations. When shade and an 
adequate stream of water are accessible they 
in a measure protect the animals from in- 
festation. 

The bulletin gives detailed information 
relative to this insect, its distribution, ef- 
fect upon cattle and man, economic import- 
ance, control, and possibilities of eradica- 
tion. Any one interested in the subject may 
obtain a copy of the publication free, as 
long as the supply lasts, by writing to the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C.

One of Canada’s Strongest Herds. 

The Larkin Farms are situated on the 
banks of the Niagara River in the County of 
Lincoln, Province of Ontario, Canada, about 
eight miles from Niagara Falls, Ontario. 

The Aberdeen-Angus herd numbers about 
80 head. All but the show herd are on grass 
during spring and summer but have to be 
stabled in the winter. The winter roughage 
is corn ensilage and clover hay mixed with 
alfalfa, all of which can be grown to ad- 
vantage on the farms. 

The herd was founded in 1908 by the im- 
portation of ten heifers and a bull from the 
herd of J. J. Cridlan, Maisemore Park, 
Gloustershire, England—five Prides and five 
Ericas, all good cattle. Mr. Larkin was so 
well pleased with them that in 1910 he im- 
poited over 100 head from the leading herds 
in Scotland of which all the present day fam- 
ilies were represented. 

Mr. Larkin has not been a pedigree fad- 
dist; he likes to see some of it on their backs. 
The herd bull that came in the second im- 
portation was a Mulben Pride, Prince Bra- 
vo -4503-, a large thick mellow-fleshed bull. 
He was a good breeder, also a show bull but 
was not shown very many times. He was 
Grand Champion at New York State Fair in 
1911 and Senior Champion at the Canadian 
National Exhibition, Toronto, 1914—the 
only times shown on this side of the pond. 
He transmitted his great fleshing qualities 
to the majority of his offspring of which 
there were many. 

In 1913 an Erica bull was imported to 
cross on the Prince Bravo heifers, Ernesto 
-6663-. This bull did very good work in the 
herd. He was not shown much. One of his 
daughters, Pride of Larkin Farm 138th 
-11153- won Grand Champion at the Cana- 
dian National Exhibition twice, also the 
Seotch medal for best Aberdeen-Angus at 
the show before she was two years old. 

In 1918 the Miss Burgess bull, Benedictine 
Monk -17372- was imported. He was not a 
large bull but very smooth. He was twice 
Grand Champion at the Canadian National 
Exhibition, also winning the Scotch medal 
and the Get-of-Sire twice and headed the 
first prize aged herd many times. This bull 
was followed by the present herd sire—Bot- 
anist of Doonholm -31284-, a large, thick, 
even-fleshed, smooth bull. He has been twice 
Grand Champion at the Canadian National 
Exhibition, also winning the Scotch medal. 
He was also Grand Champion at the Cana- 
dian Royal in 1924, 

The herd has won many first and second 
prizes for Get-of-Sire, Progeny of Cow, Ag- 
ed Herd and Junior Herd. In 1924 the win- 
ning herd was composed of Botanist of 
Doonholm -31284- and four daughters of 
Pride of Larkin Farm 14th -11153- by Prince 
Bravo -4503-. Three of them were sired by 
Benedictine Monk -17372, the other was by 
Philosopher of Larkin Farm -21791- by Ben- 
edictine Monk -17372- out of Pride of Lar- 
kin Farm 13th -11152-. This bull was twice 
Grand Champion at Western Fair, London, 
and Junior Champion at Canadian Nation- 
al Exhibition. 

The herd is kept in good working condi- 
tion. Former members of this herd are scat- 
tered all over Canada and a few in the Unit- 
ed States.

class at all American shows in 1886; and 
Wellington who was a state fair winner in 
1892. Heather Lad 4th was a champion and 
a producer of many other champions at lead- 
ing shows. Heather Lad 2d was not to be 
frowned upon for he captured the World’s 
Columbian Exposition championship in 1893. 
Perhaps much more might be said about 
the individuals appearing in this pedigree 
but this will be sufficient to form a founda- 
tion for reasoning and careful study as to 

why. 

When it comes to checking individuals that 
have made the pecigree foi Barbata of Rose- 
mere 33d the story is not so very different. 
The predominating influences eminating 
largely from the same sources. This time 
Meraman of Tieria Alta being the sire and 
this heifer one of his very choicest pioduc- 
tions, while Prizemeie 9th, above, is the oth- 
er. The prime difference here being that 
Kloman is one generation closer and Glen- 
foil Thickset 2d is now the grandsire of the 
individual under consideration, and that 
Prince Ito, a many times first prize and 
championship winner including the Highland 
and Royal shows in the latter eighties. He 
also produced Prince Ito 2d the 1905 Inter- 
national grand champion bull. Nearly ev- 
ery animal appearing in the last generation 
on the dam’s side either was a prize winner 
or produced outstanding prize winners. 
Some of them in this country and others 
across the way. Every cross made on this 
foundation cow Barbarity and her piogeny 
lead to higher and nobler things creative. 
Thus this little lady had every right to be 
just what she was—close to the ground, 
wide, deep, thick meated, mellow hided, and 
wonderfully lined, with good heart and top 
and a beautiful head. 

This bull Glenfoil Thickset 2d proved one 
of the greatest foundation sires of the breed. 
In 1906 he went to Chicago and placed as 
Junior champion. He carried along so well 
that he was returned in 1907 to be honored 
with the purple or grand championship rib- 
bon, 1908 and 1909 brought forward noth- 
ing that could defeat him so he annexed the 
championship for these two years also. 

Lines that are well established will in a 
large measure reproduce. It is always well 
to look carefully to the line of bulls appear- 
ing in a tabulation for these great bulls 
wield a powerful influence in breed biuld- 
ing. It is well of course to keep in mind 
the maternal side and to see that bulls of 
great strength appear frequently also. 
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
